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Sir: 

This is a response to the Restriction Requirement of April 16, 2004. The 
Examiner has identified five separate inventions as follows: 

I. Claims 1-3. 

II. Claims 4-10. 

III. Claims 11-13. 

IV. Claim 14. 

V. Claims 15-16. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicants elect Group II (claims 
4-10) for examination, with traverse. 

Applicants submit that the Restriction Requirement should be withdrawn to the 
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extent that inventions II, III, and V are related. Elected claims 4-10, 1 1-13 and 15-16 all relate 
to a method of controlling an internal combustion engine and can be used together as disclosed. 
While the input sensors are different, the method used to control the engine in each claim 
incorporate adjustment of the VGT geometry. The inventions of Groups II, III and V are 
capable of use together and that have common modes of operation, similar functions and 
similar effects . Applicants respectfully requests reconsideration of the Restriction Requirement 
and examination on the merits of claims 4-13 and 15-16. 

Prompt and favorable consideration of this application is requested. If the 
Examiner notes any minor errors, he is invited to telephone the undersigned so that the matter 
can be promptly handled by Examiner's amendment.
